The usual precautions were taken, holds fumigated, rat guards on 
wharf lines, and Lascars' effects disinfected. 

Week ended March 9, 1907. Fifty- three deaths from cholera, 57 
deaths from plague, and 75 deaths from smallpox in Calcutta. 

In Bengal and India, during the same week, 5,212 cases and 4,286 
deaths, and 49,743 cases and 41,667 deaths from plague, respectively. 

Week ended March 23, 1907. No transactions. 

Week ended March 16, 1907. Fifty deaths from cholera, 95 from 
plague, and 66 from smallpox in Calcutta. 

In Bengal and India, during the same week, 5,920 cases and 5,019 
deaths, and 58,099 cases and 49,440 deaths fro in plague, respectively.
